EDITOR GAZETTE—There is no 
better way to effect the protection 
of the town from fire than by an 
individual expression of opinion 
through the press. The town 
limits extend a mile one way and a 
mile and one-half the other. All 
property within these boundaries 
is entitled to equal protection, if 
taxed for the purpose of that pro- 
tection. Hence it is that any move 


made toward the organization of a 
fire department sbould look to- 
ward the interest of those who live 
in the remote parts as well as those 
who live in the more central parts. 
To do this will require at least one 
of the engines to be fully equipped, 
and trained horses at command. 

As a citizen and taxpayer, I 
would suggest that the present en- 
gine-house be so enlarged as to 
afford room, not only for the sev- 
eral engines, including the hand- 
epgine, but a pair of horses and one 
man, whose duty it will be to look 
after the horses and the engines, 
and “keep them in shape so at a 
moment’s warning all will be ready 
for action. Tbis man with an en- 
gineer and a few nozzle-men, who 
should be putin training for their 
work, should receive a fair com- 
pensation for their services. For 
the remainder of the forea there 
are men who, as a matter of self- 
protection, will freely volunteer 
their services. Thus, the town will 
have an efticient guard against fire 
at comparatively small expense. 

Often in the future, as in the 
past, the hand-engine can hold in 
check incipient fires, till the steam- 
ers can be brought into action, and 
often will be able to master the 
flames. xX.

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Credit in Different Countries, 


In Asia Minor a credit of but two or 
three weeks is in most cases all that is 


allowed. : 

In ay but little credit business is 
done, and none without good security 
being given, 

In france a four months’ acceptance is 
required to be sent in settlement of the 
invoice. 

In Cuba the time fixed for payment 
is generally from four to five months 
after delivery of the goods. 

In the Bermudas accounts are settled 
but once a year. The 30thof June isthe 
day usually fixed for the payments. 

n Austria it is scarcely possibile to do 
business without allowing a very long 
credit, which is nearly always one of six 
months. : 

In England a payment of the price of 
goods delivered is required at the end of 
three months, dating from the day of’ 
shipment. : 

In Turkey even objects of prime ne- 
eessity areJ sold on credit, and in this 
country, as well as in Russia, the time 
allowed is in most cases twelve months. 

In Spain four-fifths of the transactions 
are done on a cash basis, while in Portu- 

al great liberality is shown, and quite @ 
ong credit is usually aliowed. 

In China it is not customary to give 
credit. Money is obtained from lenders, 
who exact an interest of from 8 to 12 per 
cent. Business is nearly always conduct- 
ed upon a cash basis, 

In Mexico the large commercial houses 
willingly give cre lit of from six to eight 
months, and in tie retail trade longer 
terms are given customers in which to 
settle their accounts. 

In Canada settlements are made at the 
end of thirty days, with a discount of 5 
per cent. Sometimes a credit of from 
three to six months is allowed, but in 
this case there is no discount. 

The consul-general of the United 
States at Rio states that one of the great- 
est drawbacks to commercial intercourse 
with Lrazil lies in the necessity of allow- 
ing too long a credit. At Kio, as at 
Buenos Ayres, Minimum credit ig six 
months. : 

In Costa Rica a credit of from six to 
twelve months is given in case of merch- 
andize imported fron Europe, in order 
that the goods may be easily and quickly 
disposed of. But since this system of 
credit has often led to losses it is now 
being given up. 


Red Tape. 


An insistence upon having everything, 
im portant or otherwise, done in precisely 
such and such a manner, regardless of 
convenience and even of possibility, is 
always irritating to busy pres but it 
mus¢ hve been peculiarly so in time of 
war. A Massachusetts officer relates two 
amusing instances: 

A quartermaster was notified by the 
proper accounting Officers at approval 


ton, that his account, filed for approva 
had been found incorrect. He had issu 
to the commissioned officers of his com- 
mand, three lead pencils in excess of the 
number to which they w.re entitled. 
His credit was disallowed to that extent, 
and his pay was stopped till the discrepan- 
cy should be satisfactorily explained. 

At another time a captain, almost con- 
stantly on the move, had failed to ac- 
count for a hatchet which had been is- 
sued to him, and was notifie.i that unless 
he made proper returns, his pay would 
be stopped. 

Now, what had become of the hatchet 
the captain didmt know, and, of course, 
couldn’t teH. So he’ Wrété’ back, asking 
the price of the article, and announcing 
his willingness to remit the requi 
amount. 

To this he received the reply that “the 
department had no hatchets to sell.” 
Whereupon he bought one at the near- 
est hardware store, and forwarded it to 
the quarterinaster-general, with a letter 
expressing his regret toat the govern- 
ment was so short, and concluding with 
the hope that affairs would go on sinoo.h- 
ly, now that the inissing was re- 


placed.
